SHIP WITH 917 JEWS: 
ORDERED FROM CUBA 


President Threatens to Have 
Liner Carrying German 
Refugees Towed to Sea, 


HAVANA, Cuba, June 1 (AP).— 
President Federico Laredo Bru 
signed a decree today ordering the 
German liner Saint Louis to leave 
with its 917 German Jevish refu- 
gees or be towed from Cuban wa- 
ters by a Cuban warship. 

The decree ordered Luis Clasing, 
agent of the Hamburg-Amerika 
line, to proceed immediately with 
the departure of the vessel. 

The liner had been scheduled to 
start back to Germany this after- 
noon, but Capt. Gustav Shroeder 


this morning announced postpone- 
ment of the sailing in the hope that 
permission could be obtained to 
land the refugees who were de- 
nied entrance to Cuba. 

The decree said members of the 
crew who may have disembarked 
illegally would be put aboard by 
the police. 

Col. Angel Gonzalez ordered in- 
fantry and naval forces held in 
readiness in barracks to maintain 
order in the harbor in case it be- 
came necessary to force the liner 
outside Cuban waters. 

Clasing stated at 1:50 p. m. that 
the President’s decree had not yet 
been communicated to him offi- 
cially.

He 
was rescued, but Capt. Gustav 
Shroeder informed authorities he 
feared a “collective suicide pact” 
was being considered and declared 
that a “state of mutiny” might re- 
sult if he were forced to take the 
Jews back to Germany. 

They were refused permission to 
land when they could not show 
Cuban consular visas, passports and 
Cuban Labor Department permits. 
They carried only provisional per- 
mits of the Immigration Depart- 
ment to land as travelers on the 
way to the United States where 
they hoped to obtain admission 
later. 

The French steamer Santo Do- 
mingo, meanwhile, arrived at the 
Port of Santiago de Cuba with nine 
Jews who were held in the immigra- 
tion camp, Cayo Duan, on orders 
sent from Havana.

WASHINGTON, June 1 (AP). — 
The Securities and Exchange Com- 
mission announced today that it 
will forego, at least for the present, 
the intended public investigation of 
Union Electric Co. of Missouri, but 
will proceed with its private in- 
quiry into political activities and 
business practiges of the company. 
The SEC also reserves the right to 
publish a report of its findings “as 
to the guilt or innocence of parties 
involved,” and to take such other 
action as the facts may warrant. 

The commission's statement, is- 
sued after consultation with repre- 
sentatives of Union Electric and 
its; parent holding company, the 
North American Co. of New York, 
said these representatives had given 
assurances that the commission 
agents at St. Louis may examine 
company records and question its 
officers and employes without inter-~ 
ference. 


To Withdraw Suit. 

The company will withdraw a 
suit it had filed in United States 
District Court here to enjoin the 
commission from proceeding with 
the public investigation and chal- 
lenging constitutionality of the 
scope and methods of the inquiry. 

Nothing was said in the commis- 
sion’s staterment about public hear- 
ings, as distinguished from a pub- 
lic investigation. It had been éx- 
pected that public hearings would 
be held at the conclusion of the pri- 
vate investigation, and the state- 


ment issued by the commission 
does not preclude such course,

ALDERMEN'S GROUP 
APPROVES NEW TAXES 


Levies on Cigarettes, Sports 
and Vending Machines Be- 
fore Board Tomorrow. 


Bills to tax cigarettes 2 cents a4 
package, levy a 3 per cent tax on 
professional sports receipts and li- 
cense all vending machines were 
reported favorably today by the 
Legislation Committee of the Board 
of Aldermen. The board will meet 
tomorrow and, by suspension of the 
rules, may vote on the measures. 

It was estimated the three meas- 
ures would produce about $1,000,000 
a year. The city’s deficit-is $3,300,- 
000. Floor Leader Emmett Golden 
has said the Board of Aldermen 
would not approve a $100,000 WPA 
appropriation unless revenue-rais- 
ing measures were proposed. 

The Legislation Committee also 
reported a bill requiring moving 
van operators to carry $5000 to 
$10,000 liability insurance and post 
a $1000 bond guaranteeing owners 
of furniture against damage in 
transit. The bill was backed by 
the movers’ association. 

The cigarette tax, if enacted, 
would not run beyond July 1, 1941, 
It would carry an emergency 
clause. The professional sports tax 
would be levied on receipts from 
auto racing, professional football, 
baseball, ice hockey, soccer, soft- 
ball and tennis. Originally the pro- 
posed tax was 5 per cent, but was 
reduced to 3. At present boxing and 
wrestling receipts are taxed on a 
graduated scale ranging from 1 to 5 
per cent. That will remain the 
same. The Cardinals and Browns 
are taxed $150 each a season at 
present.

Last Day to File Reply. 

Today was the last day for the 
filing by the commission of an an- 
swer to Union Ejectric’s applica- 
tion for an injunction. The an- 
swer as prepared for filing was 
understood to be in the nature of 
a bill of particulars, listing alleged 
facts the commission would under- 
take to prove. 

In its order for a public investi-

Sugar ‘Importer Pleads Guilty 
and Will Be Sentenced 
June 15.

NEW YORK, June 1 (AP).—Car- 
los Garcia, Wall street sugar im- 
porter accused of defrauding cred- 
itors of $1,070,427.58, pleaded guilty 
of fimgt degree grand larceny today 
in General Sessions Court. Bail 
was fixed at $10,000 and June 15 
was set as the date for sentencing. 

In the police lineup this morn- 
ing, Garcia admitted the charge 
against him was “partially true” 
but contended he did not himself 
receive the money. 

He told Acting Lieut. James Pyke 
that it went to his firm. 

Assistant District Attorney Frank 
A. F.. Severance said the 45-year-old 
defendant admitted he obtained the 
money through falsified warehouse 
receipts to cover losses due to his 
sugar futures trading and to can- 
celation of orders by customers, 

Garcia Sugars Corporation, of 
which Garcia is president, went into 
receivership May 24 when the Na- 
tional Sugar Refining Co., Ameri- 
can Sugar Refining Co. and a !ight- 
erage firm, Lee & Simmons, told 
United States District Court more 
than $400,000 was due them and 
that the Garcia concern’s liabilities 
exceeded assets by more than $1,- 

Besides the companies which ob- 
tained the receivership, Severance 
said other firms that were losers 
were Paine, Webber & Co., Nortz 
& Co., Neichelag & Co., Curacao 
Trading Co., Little & Christian and 
F. I. du Pont & Co. 

District Attorney Thomas E. 
Dewey’s office subpenaed Garcia's 
books, which, Severance said, 
showed that, beginning in 1937, 
Garcia received large loans from 
the Chase National Bank and the 
Clinton Trust Co., securing them 
with sugar warehouse receipts. 

He quoted Garcia as saying about 
90 per cent of these receipts were 
faked.

Air Pressure Increased 
in Forward Sections — 


Progress Satisfactory, 
Admiral Cole Says. 


PORTSMOUTH, N. H., June 1 
(AP) MrAsserting he was satisfied 
with the progress of salvage work 


on the sunken submarine Squalus, 
Rear Admiral C. W. Cole said to- 
day it was important that the pub- 
lic realize “this necessarily is a 
slow, tedious task.” 

In charge of the work since the 
Squalus sank a week ago Tuesday, 
Admiral Cole declared the work 
was proceeding according to rou- 
tine, with efforts now under way to 
blow 600 tons ,.of water from the 
water-filled aft compartments which 
house the 26 dead. 

The forward sections of the sub- 
mersible already have been placed 
under air pressure, and when buoy- 
ancy is induced into the remainder 


of the. craft pontoons will be 
brought out for the actual raising 
process. 


For every 10 minutes of work by 
a diver under the 40 fattioms of 
water, there is 45 minutes of “dead” 
time, while the diver is being low- 
ered and raised. 

James H. McDonald, master diver, 
agreed the task would be slow but 
added: “We'll get her up.” 

First Lift 50° or 60 Feet. 

Using pontoons, four astern and 
two forward, the salvagers. will 
raise the 1450-ton vessel in easy 
stages. The first lift will be about 
50 or 60 feet, and then the Squalus 
will be towed about two miles to- 
ward shore -into shalower water. 
Another lift and another tow shore- 
ward would bring the submarine 
into warmer water at a depth of 
approximately 120 feet instead of 
240, where she now lies.

The Fastest Pitcher. 


THE WORLD NEVER will 
know who was the “fastest” pitch- 
er bécause the great arms of 
Amos Rusie, Rube Waddell, Wal- 
ter Johnson and others cannot 
be tested again. 

However, an invention is being 
tried out which will record in- 
stantly and accurately the speed 
per second of any pitched base- 
ball. 

And that means when any dis- 
cussion arises as to whether 
Feller throws a ball that’s faster 
than any rivals the matter can 
be quickly decided by machine. 

An article in Editor and Pub- 
lisher sets forth the details of this 
invention, the “pitching speed 
meter,” which is described as fol- 
lows: 

“The machine operates partly 
on photo-electric and other in- 
genious circuits, setting up a span 
through which the ball flies, 
clocking the interval in the ball’s 
flight, translating the interval 
into feet per second, and show- 
ing on a plastic (lucite) dial the 
feet per second speed of the flight 
so the hurler knows it before his 
arm has dropped to his side. 

“The instrument proper is 
about eight feet long, four feet 
wide, six feet high. It looks like 
the grandfather of all the radios 
spread over a gadget-spattered 
and wire-draped coffin. Throw- 
ers don’t see the instrument it- 
self. 

“It is carried in a specially de- 
signed trailer 12 feet long, seven 
feet wide, about eight feet high 
and domed over its width When 
it in operation, the trailer’s 
rear end opens and presents a 
blue-canvased sponge rubber 
target some nine feet across 
and seven feet high. The target 
has a two foot square hole in 
the middle of it and a six foot 
plastic-faced scale standing up- 
right next to the hole. The whole 
target fringed with a net. 
Throwers stand back 20 feet and

ORIGNAL SHAKESPEARE 
MSS, REPORTED FOUND 


Proved Genuine, It May 
Put Quietus on Bacon 
Controversy. 


LONDON, June 1 (AP).—A manu- 
script expert of the British Museum 
has announced his conviction that 
three faded, blotched and untidy 
pages belonging to the institution 
actually were written by William 
Shakespeare and were the only ex- 
tant manuscripts of the dramatist. 

The authority, Dr. Robin Fower 
deputy keeper of manuscripts in 
the museum, told the Royal So- 
ciety of Literature that if his con- 
viction were correct it would end 
the long-standing controversy as to 
whether the plays and poems usual- 
ly attributed to Shakespeare were 
not written by him but by some- 
one else, possibly Sir Francis 
Bacon. 

Pacon, an English philosopher, 
statesman and author, lived from 

561 to 1626. 

“Tf true,” Dr. Flower said, “we 
shall be relieved forever of the 
wearisome assertion that anybody 
else but Shakespeare wrote Shakes- 
peare,” 

The manuscript is three pages of 
a play on Sir Thomas More, which 
the dramatist had been called on 
by his company to rewrite because 
of fear of censorship. This was 
said to fit in with the known facts 
of Shakespeare’s life. 

Sir Thomas More, English states- 
man and writer, lived from 1478 to 
1535. 

Dr. Flower, who used ultra vio- 
let and infra red rays in painstak- 
ing examinations of the three 
sheets, said if these samples could 
be compared with an admitted spe- 
cimen of the poet’s handwriting 
more extensive than his signature,

Improving After Overdose 
of Sleeping Tablets. 


The condition of George W. 


s Sanger, Building Commissioner of 
f\the Board of Education, was re- 


ported improved today at Alexian 
Brothers Hospital, where he was 
taken yesterday after being found 
in his Meramec River clubhouse 
unconscious from an overdose of 
sleeping tablets. 

Sanger, in whose department ex- 
tensive changés are proposed as a 
result of a recent school survey, 
was fouryl seated at a dining table 
by Constable Martin Heutel of Bon- 
homme Township, who was sum- 
moned when neighbors saw lights 
burning in the cottage. In the 
basement garage a hose led from 
the exhaust to a ventilating window 
of Sanger’s car. The ignition was 
turned off and the tank was half 
full of gasoline. 

Dr. Rudolph Hofmeister, member 
of the Board of Education, who had 
treated Sanger recently for a ner- 
vous condition, said Sanger had 
been depressed recently but had 
never threatened suicide. Sanger 
was a patient at Alexian Brothers 
Hospital for a month, leaving the 
hospital two weeks ago. 

Constable Heutel found near San- 
ger a box containing broken parts 
of a sleeping tablet. Dr. Hofmeis- 
ter said Sanger had been using the 
tablets nightly, against the phy- 
sician’s advice. The Constable sum- 
moned a deputy sheriff with an in- 
halator, which was used while San- 
ger was being taken to the hospital. 

Miss Billie Sanger, a daughter, 
said to a Post-Dispatch reporter 
today she saw her father at the 
club house, which is near Long 
Beach, between Valley Park and 
Fefton, at 7 o'clock Tuesday eve 
ning, and that he was then cheer- 
ful and “full of plans for the fu- 
ture.” He had attended a meeting 
of the Board of Education Build- 
ing Committee Monday evening. He 
is 64 years old and lives at 4440 
Lindell boulevard. 

Changes recommended by the 
school survey report included a 
large reduction in the number of 
employes in Sanger’s department 
and in expenditures for repairs of 
school buildings.

RELIEF FUNDS DENIED 5 
FAST SIDE TOWNSHIPS 


State Holds Up St. Clair 
County Allotments on Charge 
Rules Are Ignored. 


June relief allotments for five 
East Side townships were withheld 
yesterday by the Illinois Emergency 


Relief Commission because of re- 
ported failure to follow regulations 
in local administration. 

Administration costs were exces- 
sive, the commission found, in 
Lebanon, Mascoutah, O’Fallon and 
Shiloh Valley townships in St. Clair 
County. Although administrative 
costs are restricted to 10 per cent 
of income, the commission reported 
that figures for the period from 
last July to March 31 showed Leb- 
anon Township spent for adminis- 
tration 21.4 per cent; Mascoutah, 
16.2; O’Fallon, 18.9, and Shiloh Val- 
ley, 23.7. 

Admits Figures Are Correct. 

Fred D. Moore, relief administra- 
tor-for all the affected St. Clair 
County townships, said to a 
Post-Dispatch reporter the an- 
nounced figures on percentage of 
relief funds spent for administra- 
tion were correct. 

“The charge that I have exceeded 
the 10 per cent limit for administra- 
tion is true,” he said. “But I am 
being penalized for efficiency. 
When I took over administration 
of this group of townships on July 
1, 1936, there were 389 relief cases. 
Now there are 102. Obviously, cut- 
ting the case load down to save tax- 
payers’ money results in a higher 
percentage of cost for administra- 
tion. I could cut administration 
expense down to 2 per cent of the 
total spent for relief in my town- 
ships if I gave those who applied 
for relief everything they want.” 

Moore said it had been his policy 
to investigate cases thoroughly, 
thus increasing administrative ex- 
penses with relation to total relief 
costs since the undeserving were 
removed from the rolls. Since July 
1, 1936, he said, he had opened and 
closed 750 relief cases. Although 
the territory in his townships rep- 
resented 31.4 of the area of St. 
Clair County, he added, their relief 
load represented but 2.3 per cent 
of the total for the county.

The allotment for Granite City 
Township, Madison County, was 
withheld for reported improper 
verification of applicants’ needs, 
failure to require persons re-apply- 
ing for assistance to file new affi- 
davits of need, and disregard of 
approved accounting procedure.

Lifting Restrictions on Long-Term Issues 
Will Not Avoid Fiscal Fiasco—Senate Ap- 
proves New $45,000,000,000 Limit. 


WASHINGTON, June 1 (AP).— 
Senator Vandenberg (Rep.), Michi- 
gan, asserted in the Senate today 
that Congress merely would be 
“postponing the evil day” of a $45,- 
000,000,000 debt by approving legis- 
lation to lift present restrictions on | 
the issuance of Government bonds. 


Nevertheless, Vandenberg said he 
thought Congress had no alterative 
but to enact a bill which would 
permit the Treasury to issue long- 
term bonds up to the legal debt lim- 
it. Such bonds now are restricted 
to a total of $30,000,000,000. 

The Senate later approved legis-

Three Thousand Go to Appear 
Before King—20,000 
Italians Leave Spain. 


CADIZ, Spain, June 1 (AP),— 
Nine troop ships which sailed for 
Naples last night and today car- 
ried 20,000 Italian soldiers, virtul- 
ly completing withdrawal of the 
foreign legionnaires who helped 
the Nationalists win the Spanish 
civil war. 

Nationalists said only small units 
of Italian technicians remained to 
look after planes and other equip- 
ment. 

With the homeward-bound Ital- 
ians went more than 3000 Spanish 
sceldiers who will parade with their 
comrades-in-arms at Rome before 
Premier Mussolini and King Vit- 
torio Emanuele. 

Twenty Spanish army and navy 
officers and Ramon Serrano Su- 
ner, Generalissimo Franco’s Minis- 
ter of Interior, boarded the Italian 
cruiser Duca D’Aosta for a trip to 
Rome to witness the victory parade. 

Seven troops transports’ sailed 
last night and two today. The 
hospital ship Gradisca also sailed 
yesterday, carrying several hundred 
wounded Italian veterans.

WASHINGTON, June 1 (AP).— 
Australia is expected to file a for- 
mal request within a few weeks 
for the opening of full diplomatic 
relations with the United States in 
a step to improve its security in the 
Pacific. 

The ambitions Japan is showing 
in Asia have alarmed the 7,000,000 
Australians, who fear that in a fu- 
ture war the British fleet will be 
tied up in Europe and unable to de- 
fend them. 

Hence, they must rely on them- 
selves and hence, too, their eyes 
turn toward the United States. 

Australia, now represented in 
Vashington by a diplomatic officer 
attached to the British Embassy, 
wants a full-fledged legation, with 
a Minister and several secretaries.

HUNGARY WARNS GERMANS 
NOT TO MEDDLE IN ITS AFFAIRS 


Foreign Minister Says Irresponsible 
Elements Are Not Connected 
With Hitler Government. 

BUDAPEST, June 1 (AP).—The 
Hungarian Government, with a pa- 
per election victory over Nazi par- 
ties, warned “irresponsible ele- 
ments” in Germany last night 
against interfering in Hungarian 
domestic. affairs. 

Through Foreign Minister, Count 
Stephen Csaky, who was addressing 
his electors at Sopron, the Govern- 
ment stated that “the sincere friend- 
ship of many millions of Hunga- 
rians toward the Reich is also of 
political and economic value” to 
Germany. 

Count Csaky hastened to assert 
his belief that these “irresponsible 
elements” in Germany have nothing 
to do with Chancellor Hitler’s Gov- 
ernment. 

The Government party reported 
a sweeping victory in parliamentary 
elections Sunday and Monday. Po- 
litical observers have pointed out, 
however, that the Government's 
new majority contains many depu- 
ties who previously had expressed 
strong Nazi leanings. 

The Nazi Arrow and Cross party 
increased its representation from 3 
to 28 and Government quarters ac- 
cused German Nazis of interfering 
in the elections.

At a certain point in the economic his- 


tory of any people, there is a time when 
the economic structure is in equilibrium. 
That is the point where normal consumer 
demand is stabilized, and production can 
finance itself confidently upon the basis 
of this uninflated demand. 
Now, when people are led to overbuy, 
Wiseguilibrium is established, for then 
production must expend in cash or on 
short-term loans sufficient funds to pro- 
‘duce for the exaggerated desires of con- 
sumers, who will not or cannot pay ex- 
cept over a long period of time. 
if the consumer paid in cash, there would 
still be a loss to production, for in ary 
sudden, overnight and impermanent in- 
creased demand, the expenditures for 
capital goods incident to the inflated de- 
mand would exceed the income from con- 
*sumers’ base payments in most cases. The 
purchase of heavy machinery, expensive 
processing, etc., must depend on an as- 
sured and steady consumer market for 
wecure amortization. 
- We thus see that capital reserves are 
depleted to a perilous pressure point 
when consumer demand is increased. Too, 
at the same time that reserves are de- 
pleted, thus drying up the well-springs of 
investment, the production rate netessary 
to maintain or renew income will de- 


cline, for, having purchased for years 


ahead, consumers will not be in the im- 
‘mediate market for goods; therefore, pro- 
duction will be curtailed. Curtailed pro 
duction means depression. 

Even worse, when consumer demand is 
artificially stimulated on the basis of an 
anticipated prosperity (“boom”) and that 
prosperity does not materialize, then our 
whole system is on the verge of bank- 
ruptcy, for capital and investment are 
not repaid, and at the same time cannot 
produce with assurance of a market, due 
to excessive selling in futures. 

Monkeying with consumer demand is 
comparable to tampering with dynamite. 
At best, hypos to consumer demand 
merely forestall chaos.

The existing Neutrality Act puts 
the United States in a most awk- 
ward position. It gives to Hitler the 
power, by the simple act of declar- 
ing war or fomenting a revolution, 
to stop our trade in a long list of 
commodities, to divert our shipping, 
to decide where Americans may 
travel, and to disorganize the finan- 
cial basis of our foreign trade. 

Never in our own history, and 
never in the history of any in- 
dependent state, has a legislative 
body voluntarily given such power 
over its own affairs to a foreign 
Government. And never has a na- 
tion professing peace offered such 
an inducement to an aggressor, 
never has it put such a premium 
on going to war or on starting a 
revolution. 

Though this is the effect, it was, 
of course, not the intention of the 
American Congress. The intention 
was to keep the United States from 
being entangled, against its will 
and contrary to its national in- 
terest, in a European war. The 
purpose of Congress in enacting 
these embargoes and prohibitions 
was to keep private citizens and 
private commercial] interests from 
getting so entangled in a foreign 
war and suffering such injuries 
that America would have to go to 
war to protect or avenge them. 

Now, Mr. Hull’s program carries 
out this purpose as exactly and as 
efficiently as it is possible to do it. 
Instead of giving to foreign nations 
the power to keep Americans out of 
any part of the world that they 
choose to name, Mr. Hull proposed 
to have the United States decide 
what parts of the world are _ too 
dangerous for American travelers, 
American ships, American export- 
ers. That is the essence of the Hull 
plan and, once understood, it is the 
plainest common sense.

HOW MUNICIPAL OPERA 
GUT START TOLD IN SKIT 


Story of 1919 Flood and 
Civic Pressure Re-Enacted 
at Guarantors’ Dinner. 


The first days of the Municipal 
Opera in the summer of 1919, 
which were in turn exciting and 
discouraging and which seem al- 
most romantic by now, were re- 
enacted last night at the annual 
opera guarantors’ dinner at Hotel 
Jefferson, attended by the 1000 
or so St. Louisans who advanced 
the cash so that the twenty-first 


season can get underway tomor- 
row night, 

In pattern it was pretty much 
like previous guarantors’ dinners. 
The Gold Room was crowded up 
to the balcony with diners. The 
principals of tomorrow night's 
“Rose Marie” sat at the head 
table with city and opera officials. 
And the boys and girls of the 
chorus, relieved for one night of 
rehearsals, sang whenever they 
felt like it. 

What gave the evening a special 
flavor was a half-hour radio 
sketch, broadcast over a national 
chain. Written by Gerald Holland, 
it told, in an amusing and agree- 
ably sentimental manner, the story 
of the founding of the opera: 
how it was almost literally washed 
out when the River Des Peres 
overflowed its banks and how it 
took a slight bit of civie black- 
mail on the part of the then Mayor 
Keil to keep it going and put it 
on a permanent basis. 

The actors were, of course, in 
full view and the audience, feeling 
itself part of the whole perform- 
ance, received the sketch hand- 
somely. Former Mayor Kiel, who 
was the first and until now has 
been the only president of the Mu- 
nicipal Theater Association, 
watched the impersonation of him- 
self with chuckles and pride. 

How Opera Got Its Start. 

It all began, in this bit of stream- 
lined history, when Arthur Siegel 
and Max Koenigsberg suggested to 
Kiel that it would be a good idea 
to put the natural ampitheater in 
Forest Park to some good use. It 
took some added persuasion by 
Park Commissioner Nelson Cunliff, 
but after some time Mayor Kiel 
was able to say: “Gentlemen, we 
have the consummate gall to be in 
the show business.” 

The night before the opening per- 
formance of “Robin Hood,” the 
river, which at that time ran next 
to the stage, jumped its. banks, 
sweeping away a. good part of the 
scenery. The opening came off, 
nevertheless, on schedule, but it 
wasn’t long before the season 
sagged. The audiences dwindled, 
the treasury was empty. 

It was at this point that Mayor 
Kiel “took up the club.” The skit 
presented a St. Louis lumber man 
named “Mr. Kruger,” who had just 
received a generous tax refund. 
Bubbling with joy, he told the 
Mayor to call on him if he ever 
needed a favor. Well, the Mayor 
did. He bluntly told Mr. Kruger 
to take a $1000 worth.of tickets 
for one night’s performance. 

It- worked, not only with Mr. 
Kruger, but with a lot of others 
who were indebted to the city. Be- 
fore you couldsay “Municipal The- 
ater Association” the season had 
been put on an almost paying basis. 
That was the grim start, and the 
club never had to be used again.

Songs by Nancy McCord and 
Lansing Hatfield, who will have 
the leads in “Rose Marie,” were in- 
terspersed through the skit, and 
earlier in the evening there were 
numbers by Robert Chisholm and 
Eleanor Searle.

‘LIBERTY FOR CZECHS 
INEVITABLE,’ SAYS BENES 


Former President Dedicates His 
Country’s Pavilion at New 
York World’s Fair. 

NEW YORK, June 1 (AP).—Dr. 
Eduard Benes, former President of 
Czecho - Slovakia, dedicated the 
Czecho-Slovak pavilion at the New 
York World’s Fair yesterday with 
a challenge to the legality of the 
German protectorate over his coun- 
try and a prediction that “the com- 
ing of liberty for the Czech people 

is inevitable.” 

“The times seem dark for us and 
for the fate of all small nations in 
Europe,” Dr. Benes said, “but 
thanks to this great land of free- 


ment, we Czechs, Slovaks and Car- 
patho-Russians still can show to 
the world how an humble yet free 
and democratic people can work— 
and why that people will never die.” 

The pavilion, one of the major 
edifices in the foreign section, was 
begun before German _ troops 
marched into Czecho-Slovakia and 
since then has been maintained, as 
cited by an inscription on the fa- 
cade, “By Its Friends in America.” 


In the pavilion’s central hall 
stands a statue representing the 
German assault on Czech-Slovak in- 
dependence, with the figure of a 
doe, symbolic of the Czech-Slovak 
republic, being attacked by a jag- 
uar-like cat, while a bird represent- 
ing the soul of the people flies off 
to liberty. 


TOKYO, June 1 (AP), — Japan 
recognized Slovakia as an inde- 
pendent state today and opened | 
formal diplomatic relations. For-| 
eign Minister Hachiro Arita sent a 
letter to the Slovak foreign office 
declaring, “the Japanese Govern- 
ment recognizes the independence 
of Slovakia and have extended for- 
mal recognition to that Govern- 
ment as the legitimate government 
of Slovakia. Japan having special 
relations with Germany, it is natur- 
al that formal diplomatic relations 
with Slovakia should be opened,” 
the statement concluded.

3000 UNLESS STRIKE ENDS 


Will Apply Order Affecting Shore 

Employes If Seafarers’ Union 

Dispute Is Not Settled. 

NEW YORK, June 1 (AP).— 
Three thousand shore employes of 
the Eastern Steamship Co. in seven 
Atlantic ports faced the prospect 
of losing their jobs today unless a 
six-day-old strike of 1080 unlicensed 
ship employes is settled by night- 
fall. 

The strike has tied up 14 ships 
operated by the line and manage- 
ment officers asserted the layoff 
order was imperative for economy 
reasons. They said the order would 
be rescinded if negotiations with 
the Seafarers’ International Union, 
American Federation of Labor, were 
successful during the day. Other- 
wise, the company said, only skele- 
ton forces would be retained at 
Boston, New York, Norfolk and 
Richmond, Va., Portland, Mé., Yar- 
mouth, N. S., and St. John, N. B. 

The company contends it cannot 
meet union demands for wage in- 
creases and overtime pay, calling 
for average monthly increases of 
$10 to $15 for stewards, deckhands 
and engine 1 room personnel.

After Cabinet approval of a 
measure permitting persons born of 
a Jewish father and non-Jewish 
mother to assume their mother’s 
family name, the Bologna newspa- 
per Resto del Carlino asked why 
Jews should be permitted to .bear 
the names of Italy’s “glorious 
cities.” Many Italian Jewish fam- 
iiles adopted the names of Italian 
cities when they were compelled to 
take surnames centuries ago. 

The measure approved by the 
Cabinet invalidated clauses in wills 
which -cut off heirs if they aban- 
doned the Jewish religion.

ASE M-129: Judy, aged 4, is our little girl. She recently visited a 
school teacher cousin of mine named Naomi. 

“How long have I been here?” Judy inquired at the end of her 
first week. 

‘ #Why, you've .been here just seven 
days,” Naomi replied. 

“Oh, my,” Judy protested in surprise, 
“seven days! And I told Mamma I would 
stay only four weeks! I think I better go 
home.” 

To Judy, the figure 7 seems to be more 
important than 4, although one referred to 
days and the other to weeks. Like all such 
youngsters, she has a vague sense of time. 

Most parents will be surprised to know 
that the average child doesn’t know even 
the difference between afternoon and morn- 
ing until he is 6 years old. If youngsters 
cannot get their bearings with reference to 
: morning versus evening, is it any wonder 
that they seem little influenced by offers of deferred rewards, as a 
promised trip to Grandma’s next month, or a visit downtowm next 
Saturday. 


Judy hos a * 
vague sense of 
time. 
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PARENTS WILL OFTEN expect far more of a child than the 
youngster is capable of. A child’s mind keeps growing in sheer capacity 
to remember any reason, until the child attains the age of about 
16 years. Then we become mental adults. This doesn’t mean that we 
cannot learn millions of new ideas or advance further in the school 
system after that; but it indicates that our mental motor, so to speak, 
has attained its maximum “horse power.” 

It is wrong, therefore, to defer punishment until father gets home 
in the evening, for the child may scarcely understand at that belated 
date why he is being chastised. If punishment is to be given, it should 
occur as near the naughty act as possible. 

Children have no trouble at all believing in giants and fairies, for 
they are surrounded by adult parents and teachers who tower above 
them. They measure distance in terms of their own height and length 
of stride, Thus, the back yard seems twice as large to Judy as it does 
to me. 
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THE SCHOOL ROOM will seem much larger to her when she 
enters kindergarten than if she were to return to that same classroom 
after she is grown. Many of you readers have experienced this’ same 
sensation when you returned to your childhood neighborhood or school. 
In memory it_has always seemed large. Now that you walk through 
it as an adult, you are surprised at its dwarfed nature. 

A child of Judy’s age not only thinks its parents are giants, but 
also ascribes omniscience to them, for they can out-think a child, and 
perform mental deductions of which their youngster is not capable. 

Some months ago I was visiting in the country. A little girl of 6 


years from the neighboring farm rushed into the house and excitedly | 


inquired: 
“T'll bet you can’t guess who drove the horses this morning?” 
Before I could respond, a 12-year-old girl bluntly retorted, “Sure, | 
you did.” | 
“How did you know?” asked the crestfallen little girl, feeling that | 
somebody .must have told us of her feat. :
